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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


TOWN  HALL 

The  cement  walks  and  the  cement  apron  around  the  Daniels 
Academy  Building  are  in  bad  repair,  and  we  recommend  that  they  be 
capped  with  hot-top  to  prevent  further  erosion. 

Due  to  the  damage  caused  by  the  recent  boiler  back-fire  there  are 
some  repairs  to  be  made  in  the  kitchen.  There  having  been  some 
discussion  about  cutting  a  window  from  the  kitchen  into  the  banquet 
hall,  we  feel  that  this  should  be  done  before  the  repairs  are  completed. 

POLICE  COURT 

Once  again  the  municipal  court  becomes  active  with  the  appoint- 
ment by  Governor  Dwinnell  of  Everett  Hurley  as  the  Justice. 

ROADS 

The  joint  T.  R.  A.  funds  were  used  last  year  to  continue  rebuild- 
ing the  Old  Milford  Road,  and  this  year's  funds  are  to  be  used  for  com- 
pleting this  road. 

PISTOL  PERMITS 

As  an  added  security  measure  and  also  a  deterrent  for  anyone  with 
a  criminal  record,  the  Selectmen  have  requested  all  applicants  for 
pistol  permits  to  be  fingerprinted  by  the  Chief  of  Police  before  said 
permits  are  issued. 

TAX  EXEMPTION  OF  CHARI TABLE  TRUSTS 

The  Selectmen  have  engaged  the  services  of  a  Concord  Law 
firm  for  the  purposes  of  investigating  the  application  of  Camp  Tcvya 
as  a  Charitable  Trust.  Some  progress  has  been  made  and  it  is  hoped 
that  there  will  be  another  report  received  before  Town  Meeting.  How- 
ever, we  should  bear  in  mind  that  should  this  property  qualify  for  ex- 
emption, the  Town  will  lose  approximately  $50,000.00  in  valuation 
and  this  would  seriously  effect  our  fiscal  policies.

The  State  Department  of  Health,  with  the  cooperation  of  local 
registered  nurses  and  townswomen  conducted  a  series  of  three  Im- 
munization clinics  for  pre-schools  in  the  parlors  of  The  Church  of 
Christ,  at  Brookline,  N.  H.  in  June,  July  and  August. 

Mrs.  Gladys  Bergh  was  chairman  of  the  project,  assisted  by 
Mrs.  Marie  Jones,  Mrs.  Lorraine  Dubben,  Mrs.  Louella  Montgomery, 
Mrs.  Anna  Barnaby,  Mrs.  Agnes  Homoleski  and  Mrs.  Marguerite 
Porter. 

Doctor  Alexander  Law  was  in  charge  of  Immunization  assisted  by 
Jacky  Beaubien,  R.N.,  Marcia  Bolton,  R.N.  and  S.  G.  Jeffreys,  R.N. 

Salk  Vaccine  for  prevention  of  polio;  triple  toxoid  for  prevention 
of  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  and  tetanus;  and  small  pox  vaccine  for 
prevention  of  small  pox  was  given  to  pre-school  children. 

An  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  curtailed  the  number  receiving 
their  inoculations. 

The  women  who  worked  at  the  clinic  deserve  much  credit  for 
their  efforts  to  keep  Brookline  healthy.

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YOU  CAN  HELP  PREVENT  FOREST  FIRES 

Twenty-five  percent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  are 
caused  from  careless  debris  burning — brush,  paper,  leaves,  etc.  Most 
of  them  are  started  without  the  required  permit  from  the  local  forest 
fire  warden.  The  cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires  annually  runs  into 
large  sums  of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the  cost  of  putting 
them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be  subject  to  court  prosecution 
with  fines  running  as  high  as  ($200)  two-hundred  dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  eliminate  burning  at 
home?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been  set  up  for  your  personal  con- 
venience. It  provides  a  suitable  place  for  the  disposal  of  dangerous 
inflammable  waste  material  and  other  useless  items  which  accumulate 
around  the  home  and  local  stores;  brush,  etc.  cut  on  your  property. 
Eliminate  the  hazard  of  burning  yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you — 
personally  and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises : 

1 .  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden — the  law 
requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.    Don't  leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 
Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty.  Use  your  town  dump.

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation 
of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  there- 
to. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise

The  differential  between  our  state  and  the  two  last  states  is  rapidly 
closing  and  the  differential  in  four  oi  the  other  states  is  so  much  higher 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  recruit  teachers  from  Maine  or  Vermont. 

A  comparison  of  teachers  with  labor  or  professions  is  constantly 
made.  Labor  works  approximately  40  hours  per  week  for  50  weeks  or 
2,000  hours  per  year.  Some  teachers  testify  to  48  hours  for  40  weeks 
or  1,920  hours  per  year.  Surely  the  professions,  teaching  is  considered  a

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profession  because  post-secondary  professional  training  is  a  pre-requi- 
site  to  employment,  would  work  as  many  hours  as  labor.  Therefore, 
some  agreement  should  be  possible  as  to  what  per  cent  of  labor  or  pro- 
fession yearly  time  the  teacher  is  employed.  The  claims  range  from  50 
to  85%.  If  we  chose  an  arbitrary  figure  of  70%,  with  an  average  salary 
of  $6,000  for  skilled  labor  and  $8,000  for  professions,  thus  we  justify 
an  average  salary  of  $4,200-5,600.  Choosing  a  higher  percentage,  and 
many  would  argue  for  a  much  higher  one,  the  average  salary  of  class- 
room teachers  would  increase.  To  my  mind,  these  averages  have  not 
yet  been  reached. 

The  whole  purpose  of  this  discussion  is  to  plead  for  proper  recog- 
nition of  your  teachers — a  basic  necessity  in  these  days  of  many  mira- 
cles— before  the  levelling  off  of  fiscal  matter  takes  place,  leaving  in- 
equities unadjusted.  We  need  money  to  recruit  the  best  candidates  to 
go  into  teaching  and  must  pay  them  well  to  keep  them  as  teachers.

These  costs  do  not  include  transportation  and  capital  outlays  and 
are  for  1956-57,  the  last  tabulation  available.  Five  other  districts  ad- 
jacent to  this  Union  are  included  to  show  what  their  financial  prob- 
lem is  as  well  as  those  of  this  Union.  If  later  figures  were  available,  the 
probability  is  that  the  same  comparison  would  hold  as  illustrated 
above.  The  average  for  all  pupils  in  N.  H.  in  1956-57  was  $235.04 
for  Elementary  and  $350.32  for  High  School. 
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Some  Observations 

"That  scholars  will  not  improve  under  the  best  of  teachers  un- 
less they  themselves  study  or  are  made  to  study.  The  teacher  can  di- 
rect, but  the  scholar  must  learn."  Such  is  the  quote  from  a  town  re- 
port of  a  hundred  years  ago.   Is  it  none-the-less  true  today? 

President  Eisenhower  in  a  recent  statement  speaks  in  terms  of  edu- 
cation as  a  critical  area  and  needing  "goals  or  standards."  We  look 
with  interest  for  a  development  of  this  idea.  Would  it  be  appropriate 
in  America  or  is  it  too  Russian  for  our  thinking?  Does  it  mean  that 
everyone  must  take  the  same  work? 

Dr.  Conant  has  just  published  his  report  of  a  two  year  study  of 
American  high  schools.  What  he  has  to  say  concerns  all  of  us.  In  the 
first  place  he  would  eliminate  the  small  high  school  and  develop 
larger  area  comprehensive  schools.  He  would  require  certain  basic 
courses  of  all,  place  pupils  in  subject  sections  according  to  their  ability, 
have  vocational  courses  for  the  non-college  students,  encourage  the 
top  15%  to  take  more  challenging  courses,  and  give  special  attention 
to  the  highly  gifted  3%  and  to  pupils  of  low  reading  ability.  In  brief, 
these  are  his  recommendations. 

I  make  these  observations  because  I  think  the  impact  of  these 
opinions  will  be  felt  throughout  the  educational  world  in  the  next  few 
years  at  least.

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HELPING  TEACHER 

In  1954  the  first  Helping  Teacher's  report  was  published.  The 
program  was  then  in  the  process  of  development  and  its  main  phases 
were  discussed. 

Now,  after  five  years,  the  role  of  Helping  Teacher  seems  to  have 
crystalized  to  a  considerable  degree.  The  basic  purpose  will  continue  to 
be  the  same — to  help.  Since  the  sole  aim  of  the  school  is  to  educate 
our  children  the  role  of  Helping  Teacher  must  be  that  of  help  to  all 
concerned  with  this  task.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  many  of  the 
activities  at  present  connected  with  this  position. 

Work  with  and  for  the  Teachers 

Class  visitations  whenever  possible  average  one  a  week  for  each 
teacher.  During  these  visits  the  teacher's  needs  are  noted  and  problems 
considered.   Conferences  are  arranged  if  the  teacher  so  desires. 

Individual  and  group  conferences  are  concerned  with  scheduling, 
daily  and  long-range  plans,  curriculum  development,  teaching  tech- 
niques, pupil  problems,  grouping,  promotions,  special  problems  for  re- 
tarded and  gifted,  educational  materials,  etc.  Also,  through  individual 
conferences,  progress  reports  designed  to  keep  the  curriculum  coordi- 
nated as  to  subject  mater,  time  allotment,  and  materials,  are  made 
twice  a  year. 

The  Joplin  Plan  for  better  grouping  and  reading  now  in  effect 
in  four  schools  requires  continued  evaluation  and  consideration. 

The  Helping  Teacher's  Bulletin,  written  each  month,  is  intended  to 
offer  helpful  suggestions,  and  to  share  ideas  and  useful  information. 

Group  testing.  We  have  a  regular  testing  program  from  pre- 
school through  Grade  12.  Reading  readiness  tests  are  given  in  August 
to  the  in-coming  first  graders.  The  results  are  evaluated  and  the  chil- 
dren grouped  according  to  their  needs.  Other  group  tests  are  reading 
and  mental  maturity  in  Grade  One,  reading  in  Grade  Two,  and  by 
alternation  reading,  mental  maturity,   arithmetic   and  study  skills  in 
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Grades  Three  through  Nine.  A  yearly  program  of  reading  and  lan- 
guage testing  is  conducted  in  Grades  10  and  12.  Much  time  is  spent 
in  evaluating  the  tests,  interpreting  the  results  and  making  them  avail- 
able to  the  teachers.  A  comparison  is  made  with  the  results  on  a 
Union-wide  and  on  a  National  basis. 

Illustrated  talks  on  various  countries  and  regions  of  the  world  are 
given  whenever  requested  by  the  teachers.  These  serve  to  enrich  the 
social  studies  program. 

Help  is  given  in  the  selection  and  use  ol  educational  and  pro- 
fessional books  and  materials. 

Much  work  is  done  with  and  through  the  Principals  who,  without 
exception,  are  very  cooperative. 


Work   with    Pupils 

Pupils  are  tested  individually  when  it  seems  necessary  to  have  ad- 
ditional understanding  of  their  particular  needs,  or  when  previous  rec- 
ords are  incomplete.  Upon  occasion  special  help  is  given  an  individual 
or  a  group.  This  might  be  a  group  activity,  remedial  work,  or  even 
helping  a  left-handed  pupil  to  write. 

Conferences  are  held  with  pupils  who  might  be  having  problems 
concerning  work  or  behavior. 

Clinics  and  first  grade  registrations  in  the  several  towns  provide 
opportunities  for  help. 


Work  with    Parents 

Many  contacts  with  parents  are  possible  through  the  reading  readi- 
ness program.  Parents  are  present  when  the  children  take  the  tests  and 
desire  conferences  when  the  results  are  made  known. 

Children  having  difficulty  in  making  adjustments  to  any  of  the 
many  phases  of  school  life  are  referred  to  the  Helping  Teacher  by  the 
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parent.    Contact  with  the  parent  must  be  maintained  as  long  as  the 
problem  exists. 


Miscellaneous   Activities 

Planning  and  organizing  workshops,  extension  courses  and  other 
in-service  training. 

Collecting  and  distributing  educational  and  professional  materials. 

Serving  on  the  Steering  Commission — a  local  teachers  organiza- 
tion. 

Attending  school  board  meetings — Millord  regularly,  others  upon 
invitation. 

Speaking  at  P.  T.  A.  and  other  meetings. 

Devising  tests  for  certain  subject  units,  but  particularly  lor  reading 
readiness  to  suit  our  own  needs. 

Activities  outside  the  Union  would  include  attendance  at  Helping 
Teachers  and  other  educational  meetings,  conferences  at  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  for  the  development  of  a  state-wide  testing  pro- 
gram, as  a  speaker  or  consultant  at  workshops  or  study  groups. 

Cooperation  on  the  part  of  all  those  directly  or  indirectly  associated 
with  the  above  program  has  been  responsible  for  any  measure  of  its 
success.  And  so  to  the  Parents,  Teachers,  Principals,  Members  of  the 
School  Boards,  and  Superintendent  who  have  helped  me  to  help  our 
children  I  am  very  grateful.

2.  Voted  that  the  chairman  of  the  School  Board  cast  one  ballot 
for  Ruth  L.  McGhee,  Clerk.  The  vote  was  cast  and  Ruth  L.  McGhee 
was  declared  elected  and  took  the  oath  of  office  before  the  Moderator. 

3.  Voted  that  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Charles  Rutter  for 
member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing  three  years.  The  vote  was 
cast  and  Charles  Rutter  was  elected. 

4.  Voted  that  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Louise  Corey  for 
Treasurer  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  vote  was 
cast  and  Louise  Corey  was  elected. 

5.  Voted  to  pass  the  article  to  consider  it  later  under  the  budget. 
Motion  prevailed. 

6.  Moved  to  pass  the  article  as  there  were  no  reports.  Motion 
prevailed. 

7.  Moved  and  supported  that  the  auditors  chosen  by  the  town  be 
elected  to  serve  as  School  District  Auditors.    Motion  prevailed. 

8.  Voted  that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$57,088.79  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district 
officers  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of 
such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  state  foundation  aid 
fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropri- 
ation, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  Voted  that  the  school  district  will  adopt  as  its  check-list  the 
Town  check-list  as  provided  in  R.S.A.  1 97 ;  1 2  a,  as  inserted  by  Laws 
of  1957.  Chapter  57;  this  provision  to  be  effective  for  the  1959  and 
subsequent  annual  district  meetings. 

10.  Motion  defeated:  26  No;  19  Yes. 
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11.  Voted  that  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500.00  to  be  paid  into  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of 
construction  and  equipment  of  a  new  school  building. 

12.  Voted  that  the  district  choose  a  committee  of  five  citizens  to 
act  with  the  School  Board  in  the  study  of  the  expansion  of  school  fa- 
cilities, a  cooperative  school  district  or  other  solutions  of  school  prob- 
lems, said  committee  to  report  its  recommendation  to  the  next  annual 
meeting  or  adjourned  meetings  of  the  same.  Appointed  by  moderator: 
Sidney  Hall,  Wm.  Dubben,  Edna  Reed,  Ben  Holden,  Steven  Homoleski. 

13.  Voted  Tuition  will  be  paid  by  the  school  district  for  any 
student  going  to  high  school  that  will  be  accepted  by  the  high  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

1958-59 

The  present  School  Study  Committee  was  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  investigate  various  aspects  of  school  problems.  The  Com- 
mittee, as  originally  appointed,  consisted  of  the  School  Board  plus 
William  Dubben,  Stephen  Homoleski,  Benjamin  Holden,  Sidney  Hall, 
and  Mrs.  Robert  Reed.  Subsequent  changes  included  appointments  by 
the  moderator  of  Thomas  Arnold  to  replace  Sidney  Hall  and  Orville 
Fessenden  to  replace  Benjamin  Holden. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  motion  of  the  School  Meeting,  the  Com- 
mittee divided  itself  into  three  divisions  to  consider: 

a.  A  Cooperative  School  Program:  This  division  of  the  Com- 
mittee coordinated  with  Cooperative  School  Committees  in  nearby 
towns.  It  now  appears  that  some  information  will  be  presented  to 
School  Meetings  in  Milford,  Wilton,  Lyndeboro,  Amherst,  and  Mount 
Vernon  on  this  subject.  It  does  not  appear  that  final  action  will  be 
taken  this  year.  The  Cooperative  School  District,  if  formed,  will  in- 
clude Primary  as  well  as  Junior  High  and  High  Schools  with  each 
town  retaining  Primary  Building  in  their  town,  but  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Cooperative  School  District.  Credit  for  present  buildings 
will  be  on  the  basis  of  value  and  age. 
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b.  Tuition  Students:  This  division  of  the  Committee,  due  to  the 
unsettled  eondition  of  the  Nashua  school  situation,  has  been  unable  to 
make  any  specific  contacts.  At  this  time  there  appears  to  be  no  cause 
for  concern  regarding  the  situation  of  our  tuition  students. 

c.  A?ialysis  of  School  Enrollment  Growth :  This  division  of  the 
Committee  analyzed  past  growth  in  the  school  population  and  pro- 
jected future  growth  trends.  It  is  estimated  that  by  1963  the  first  six 
grades  will  consist  of  approximately  160  children  as  compared  to  a 
present  enrollment  of  120.  However,  the  extremely  large  number  of 
children  born  during  1958  indicates  that  the  year  1964  will  see  a  school 
population  growth  significantly  greater  than  the  7  students  per  year 
experienced  over  the  last  15  years. 

As  a  result  of  the  above,  the  Committee  recommends  to  the 
School  District  that: 

a.  A  Committee  be  kept  active  to  continue  the  study  of  the 
school  enrollment  problem  and  make  recommendations  to  future 
School  District  Meetings,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  timetable  oi 
expansion. 

b.  The  School  District  appoint  a  Building  Committee  in  1961 
with  instructions  to  submit  complete  plans  for  added  facilities  to  the 
1962  School  District  Meeting  and  provide  funds  for  this  purpose. 

c.  The  School  District  act  in  1962  on  the  plans  submitted  and 
authorize  the  necessary  bond  issue  in  order  that  construction  may  be 
complete  for  the  fall  of  1963. 

d.  The  School  District  place  the  maximum  amount  in  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  this  project.
